At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latterdata.  alone,  mayprovidea  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  April  10  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
March  30,  1980): 

Wheat :  Net  sales  of  909,400  metric  tons  (MT)  jumped  to  their  highest  level  since  mi d-Jainuary 
on  the  strength  of  large  purchases  by  Bangladesh  (383,500  MT),  Nigeria  (201,400  MT),  Bolivia 
(49,500  MT),  and  Taiwan  (49,300  MT).  Weekly  exports  (476,100  MT)  declined  to  their  lowest  level 
in  4  weeks  with  the  Western  Hemisphere,  Eastern  Europe,  Japan,  and  other  Asian  countries  the 
major  destinations. 

Corn :  Total  sales  increased  791,300  metric  tons  (MT).  Japan  (131,600  MT),  Egypt  (91,800  MT) 
and  several  countries  in  Western  Europe  were  the  principal  purchasers.  Exports  of  1,119,300  MT 
were  the  lowest  in  5  weeks  with  major  destinations  including  Eastern  Europe,  the  USSR,  Japan, 
and  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

Barley:  Sales  activity  for  MY  1979/80  was  slow  as  Spain  added  10,000  MT  and  contract  adjustments 
reduced  sales  to  unknown  by  25,400  MT.  Taiwan  bought  26,000  MT  for  MY  1980/81  delivery. 

Oats :  The  export  market  reversed  the  dull  trend  of  recent  weeks  as  sales  of  2,500  MT  to  Italy 
and  5,900  MT  to  unknown  destinations  were  reported. 

Sorghum:  Activity  was  moderately  heavy  as  a  number  of  new  sales  and  contract  adjustments  were 
reported.  Japan,  the  largest  U.S.  sorghum  customer,  added  88,800  MT.  Cyprus  (28,000  MT)  was 
the  other  major  buyer.  Sales  rose  to  Portugal  and  Mexico,  principally  on  the  strength  of 
switches  from  unknown  destinations. 

Ri ce :  The  market  was  relatively  quiet  as  the  Dominican  Republic  bought  5,000  MT.  Sales  to  Iraq 
continued  to  expand  as  19,800  MT  were  switched  from  unknown. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  (446,100  MT)  were  up  10  percent  over  the  previous  week.  Sales  increases 
included  146,700  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  62,200  MT  to  Belgium,  55,000  MT  to  Japan,  45,000  MT  to 
Italy,  and  30,000  MT  to  China.  Exports  (367,300  MT),  although  about  8  percent  below  the 
previous  week,  were  significant.  The  Netherlands  (135,000  MT),  was  the  leading  destinations 
followed  by  Belgium  (49,900  MT) ,  Spain  (45,600  MT),  and  Japan  (44,700  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  at  60,400  MT  were  only  about  one-third  of  the  previous  week's  level. 

The  Netherlands  (44,500  MT)  was  the  major  buyer,  Romania  (24,200  MT),  and  the  Philippines 
(16,200  MT)  benefited  from  switches  from  unknown  destinations.  Switches  from  unknown  destinations 
totalled  51,500  MT.  Exports  (143,400  MT)  dropped  substantially  from  the  previous  week.  Poland 
(37,000  MT),  Romania  (24,200  MT)  and  Bulgaria  (17,700  MT)  took  over  half  the  shipments  with  the 
Philippines  (16,200  MT)  the  other  major  destination. 

Soybean  Oi 1 :  Net  sales  totalled  63,200  MT,  40  percent  below  the  previous  week.  India  was 
again  the  major  buyer  as  40,000  MT  of  optional  origin  sales  were  assigned  to  the  U.S.  Bangladesh 
(10,000  MT)  was  the  other  major  buyer.  Only  17  percent  of  the  sales  were  to  unknown  destinations. 
Exports  at  26,300  MT  were  mainly  to  India  (21,000  MT). 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  diminished  to  a  moderate  level.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  77,500  RB  were 
principally  to  China--44,600 ,  Korea  -  15,900  RB,  and  the  Philippines-14,100  RB.  Bangladesh 
cancelled  10,000  RB.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  39,800  were  largely  to  Korea,  Thailand,  and  Japan. 
Exports  continue  large  as  238,600  RB  were  shipped.  Eleven  percent  were  to  Europe  and  88  percent 
to  Asia,  including  87,200  RB  to  China. 

Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
